Early Spring Rains, While Helpful, 
Are Long Way from Normal Reserve 


How big a boost toward recov­ 
ery h a \e spring rains given Texas 
farm and ranch lands, ravaged by 
‘ .seven lean years” of drouth? 
Total rainfall for the year in 
the Hamlin territory has am ount­ 
ed to from three and onc-half lo 
five inches. 
This is a little above 
1he normal rainfall for this time 
of \ear, hut a n i body would tell 
you that o u r thirsty soil is a long 
way from being satisfied. 
U nder­ 
ground w ater levels no doubt are 
m any feet 
below normal, and it 
will take years to restore the for­ 
m er w ater level. 
However, here are s o m e answers 
from the University of T exas B u­ 
reau of Business R esearch to the 
overall state w ater situation: 
Range and pasture conditions 
ONO r t he state are greatly improv­ 
ed. 
D ry land wheat, corn, grain 
sorghum and vegetables have re ­ 
con cd germ inating moisture. The 
storage in 
m ajor reservoirs in­ 
creased five per cent In F ebruary 
hut w as still ai only 46 per cent 
of potential usable rapacity. 
The 
ground w a ter levels are not up 
appreciably. 


Most, observers are hesitant in 
declaring that the state is out of 
the woods. 


“ I t will take >ears to replenish 
our 
lost underground w ater re­ 
sources, 
and 
without 
these 
re­ 
sources, we are still in a state of 
drouth,” S tate Agriculture Com­ 
missioner John C. W hite stressed. 


W ith their herds no longer on 
feed, cattlem en have stopped their 
m s hto the m arket. 
But 
most 
are not restocking yet. An atti­ 
tude of w atchful waiting prevails. 
Farm ers, too, are w atching the 
skies for assurance of more rain 
before they start making crop pre­ 
dictions.

Early Spring Rains, While Helpful, 
Are Tons; W av from Normal Reserve 


How big a boost toward recov­ 
ery ha\e spring rains given Texas 
farm and ranch lands, ravaged by 
“seven lean years" of drouth? 
Total rainfall for the year in 
the Hamlin territory has amount­ 
ed to from three and onc-half lo 
five inches. 
This is a little above 
tho normal rainfall for this time 
of year, hut anybody would tell 
you that our thirsty' soil is a long 
way from boing satisfied. 
I nder- 
ground w ater levels no doubt arr* 
many feet 
below normal, and it 
will take years to restore the for- 
nirr water level. 
However, hero are some answers 
from the University of Texas Bu- 
roau of Business Research to the 
overall state w ater situation: 
Ranee and pasture conditions 
p\o rtho state are greatly improv­ 
ed 
Dry land wheat, corn, grain 
sorghum and vegetables have re­ 
ceived germinating moisture. The 
s t o r a g e in 
major reservoirs in­ 
creased five per cent in February 
but was still at only IR per cent 
of potential usable capacity. 
The 
ground water levels are not up 
appreciably. 


Most observers are hesitant in 
declaring that the state is out of 
the woods. 
“It will take years to replenish 
our lost underground water re­ 
sources, 
and without 
these re­ 
sources, we arr still in a state of 
drouth,” State Agriculture Com­ 
missioner John C. White stressed. 
With their herds no longer on 
feed, cattlemen have stopped their 
ms hto tile m arket. 
Rut most 
are not restocking yet.. An atti­ 
tude of watchful waiting prevails. 
Farmers, too, are watching the 
skies for assurance of more rain 
before they start making crop pre­ 
dictions. 
James H. Koahev, Bureau of 
Business 
Research 
staff writer, 
surveys the state's agricultural 
and rainfall picture in the current 
issue of Texas Business Review, 
the bureau's monthly publication: 
“While it is difficult for a Texan 
to suppress his natural optimism, 
those who hav e been teased before 
are not 
rushing headlong into 
farming and ranching operations,” 
Kcahey says.
